SAN DIEGO COUNTY..... 


Approximately the size of the State of Connecticut, San Diego 


County covers 4,258 square miles. 


It extends 70 miles along 


the Pacific Coast (from the Mexican Border to San Clemente) and 


inland 80 miles to Imperial County. 


The entire County is con- 


sidered the Metropolitan area of San Diego by the United States 
Bureau of the Census. The 1963 population estimate is 1,164,100. 


In terrain, San Diego County 
offers great variety. From 
the ocean beaches a broad 
coastal plateau extends in- 
land about 10 miles to the 
foothills, beyond which lie 
fertile valleys. 


Then higher ranges of hills 
and valleys rise until the 
crest of 6,500 feet is reach- 
ed in the Palomar, Cuyamaca 
and Laguna Mountains. 


East of these mountains is a 
decline to the Borrego and 
Imperial Valleys with alti- 
tudes of 500 feet to below 
sea level. 


Correspondingly, climatic 
differences are noted, from 
the cool moist air of the 
beaches to the heat and lack 
of humidity of true desert 


Recreationally, all forms of 
outdoor sports from fresh 
water and salt water fishing 
and surf swimming to skiing, 
to desert horseback riding 
and rockhounding, are avail- 
able at appropriate times 
of the year. 


San Diego is supported by its 
major industries of aircraft, 
tuna and shipbuilding; by the 
many visitors; by the large 
investment and payroll of the 
United States Navy and Marine 
installations here; and 
agricultural production, 





The value of the San Diego 
County agricultural products, 
widely diversified and to a 
large extent of the subtrop- 
ical, small-land and high- 
value type crop, is 17th in 
the United States. The grow- 
ing season for most of the 
county is twelve months a 
year. 


Within San Diego County are 
13 incorporated cities, and 
numerous towns and unincor- 
porated residential areas, 
offering living conditions 
in any climatic zone, of any 
price range, size and type.

SAN DIEGO CITY SCHOOLS 


California law establishes the following minimum entrance age 
requirements for the public schools - to be enrolled in kinder- 
garten, a child must be five years old on or before December 2; 
to be enrolled in the first grade, a child must be six years old 
on or before December 2, or have completed one year in a public 
school kindergarten (as defined by the State of California) in 
California or any other state. 


Promotion from grade to grade is based on achievement and accom- 
plishment and has never been automatic in the San Diego City 
Schools. 


FERRER REF 
All children enrolling in public schools for the first time are 
required to present a birth certificate or other proof of date 
of birth. Schools operate on a year session, rather than on a 
semester basis, so children from most school systems may enter 
without loss of standing at any time, as transfers.

CLIMATE DATA ON SAN DIEGO 


The most pleasant weather in the United States is found in the 
city of San Diego. Daily temperature ranges are surprisingly 
small - the difference between the highest and lowest tempera- 
ture for each day averages only 10° in summer and 16° in winter. 


Thunderstorms are rare in all seasons. Hail seldom occurs. 
Snow, sleet, glaze and rime have never been recorded. We have 
never had a damaging earthquake...the city is a great many miles 
from any of the active fault lines. The rainy season in San 
Diego is in the winter and early spring - December through 
March, leaving our summers virtually rainless. Total rainfall 
is approximately 10 inches annually - the amount for any one 
month does not average over two inches, High temperatures are 
almost unknown during the summer and even in the warmest weather 
the nights are invariably cool and light blankets are necessary 
for comfort. 


One of the most delightful features of our County is that just 
about any gradation of climate can be found within a few miles 
of the city. One can go from sea level at the coast to an 
altitude of several thousand feet where the air is dry, in an 
Residential sections which are located near the 
water will have moist atmospheric conditions.

Then too, 
inland communities such as Lemon Grove (9 miles), La Mesa (12 
miles) and El Cajon (15 miles) east of San Diego will be found 
drier still.

PUBLIC SERVICES AND UTILITIES..... 


Water - supplied by City of San Diego, other municipalities, 
Irrigation Districts, and Mutual Water Companies. Ample water 
for San Diego and metropolitan area is derived from a group of 
reservoirs in the mountainous area of the county plus a supply 
of 300 million gallons daily brought by 2 aqueducts from the 
Colorado River, Average domestic rates for water (San Diego 
City) range from 35.2¢ per 100 cubic feet of the first 500 cubic 
feet, per month; to 26.5¢ per 100 cubic feet for all in excess 
of 20,000 cubic feet per month, The monthly minimum is $1.95. 
Domestic water bills are mailed bi-monthly. San Diego City 
Water Department, City Administration Building. 


Sewer - charge appears on water bill. Single domestic dwellings 
pay $1.50 monthly; multiple dwellings are charged 40% of their 
water bill with a maximum of $1.50 per unit per month and a 
minimum depending upon the size of the meter. All commercial 
and industrial accounts are charged 40% of the monthly water 
bill with a minimum depending on size of meter.

Comfort, color and informality are the keynotes in San 
Diego clothing. From late May through mid-September, 
spring and summer clothing -- the cotton dress, will be 
comfortable, For the rest of the year, clothes ordinarily 
worn during the autumn months ~ sweater and skirt or 
light weight wool dress will be appropriate. Men dress 
accordingly. 


One special feature of San Diego’s climate is that eve- 
nings are always cool enough to sleep comfortably - 
usually with a light blanket. A wonderful sea breeze 
springs up at sundown, even in summer; so a sweater or 
light weight wrap ready to put on about five o’clock, and 
a coat in the winter are necessities. 


Sun and play clothes can be worn all year round. Even in 
January and February, there are many days when one can 
go out in the patio and get a sun tan, play tennis or 
shuffleboard. Although little beach swimming is done 
through the late fall and winter months, there are many 
heated swimming pools so a bathing suit can be used 





all year. 








STATE TAXES 


INCOME, PERSONAL: Imposed on incomes of residents of the State 
and on incomes derived from California by non-residents. Tax is 
modeled in a general way after Federal Income Taxes. Rate

COMMUNICATIONS MEDIA... .. 


The City of San Diego is served by two daily, one Sunday, one 
semi-weekly, one tri-weekly and 12 weekly newspapers. Many more 
are published in the smaller cities and communities in the 
County, It is possible to receive 11 television channels (with 
an antenna) although an average of 9 to 10 is more usual. Two 
of these (channels 8 and 10) are San Diego stations, and channel 
6 (Tijuana, Baja Calif., Mexico) has offices in San Diego, The 
remainder are principally Los Angeles stations and reception is 
excellent in almost all parts of the city, 9 AM radio stations 
are located in the City; 3 in the County. 8 FM radio stations 
are in the City; 1 in the County.
